When Brought to Trial by 
Court-Martial in Paris on 
the Charge of Treason to 
France. 


BOLO’S QUICK REPARTEE 
ENLIVENED THE SITTING 


“I Am the Master of Money, 

Not Its Slave,” He Told 
His Judges—Former Pre- 
mier Caillaux Called as 
Witness for Bolo. 


Paris, February 4.—I am no traitor. 
I have asked to be judged, and I am 
willing to die; but not as a traitor.” 

Thus spoke Bolo Pasha, who Was 
brought to trial by court-martial today 
on a charge of treason in having 
been a chief factor in German propa- 
ganda in France. Bolo’s quick wit and 
repartee were features of the sitting, 
as he tried to extricate himself from 
the conclusions of the report of Cap- 
tain Bouchardon, of the Paris military 
court, who took the preliminary testi- 
mony, and asked for explanations by 
Colonel Voyer, the president of the 
court-martial. 

Otherwise than for the nervous fum- 
bling of his monocle, Bolo Pasha was 
impassive during the reading of Cap- 
tain” Bouchardon’s report of the inves- 
tigation dealing with Bolo’s activities 
in Switzerland and affairs alleged to 
have been carried outin the United 
States. The report dealt extensively 
with his activities in the United States 
in connection with Adolph Pavenstedt, 
who formerly was connected with a 
New York banking house, but now is in 
a Georgia internment camp. The dé- 
fense outlined by Bolo’s counsel was 
that Bolo’s activities had been wholly 
in the interest of the entente powers. 

Caillaux Called as Witness. 

When former Premier Caillaux was 
called as a witness for the defense, 
Bolo said he would waive Caillaux’s 
testimony, but Darius Pochere, a co- 
defendant, objected to this, declaring 
that Caillaux’s testimony must be heard, 
if not fm the present case, then on be- 
half of himself. 

During the reading of Captein 
Bouchardon’s report, Bolo Appeared 
somewhat bored, but when called upon 
by the president of the court-martial 
to-explain discrepancies in his prev!i- 
ous testimony, the prisoner soon be- 
came volubdle. He spoke with a patron- 
izing air to the prosecuting attorney 
and the president of the court, and 
admitted many discrepancies, and alto- 
gether was considered to have had the 
better of the repartee. 

On being questioned by Captain 
| Mornet, the prosecutor, why, consid- 
ering the volume of business trans- 
acted by him, he kept no pooks or 
records, Bobo replied: 

“T am thé master of money, 
slave.” 

Bolo claimed that the money he re- 
ceived from Abbas Himil, former 
khedive of Egypt, through Filippo 
Cavallinie, an Italian who is alleged to 
have taken $400,000 to Bolo Pasha’s 
hotel in Paris in April, 1915, was in 
repayment of a loan made to the 
khedive in 1914. 

Bolo asserted that he obtained the 
abdication of Abbas Himil and declared 
that he used all his influence to have | 
the former khedive exert his-energies | 
in the interest of the entente. 

Bolo’s explanation of his activities in | 
Switzerland had not been completed 
when court was adjourned for the day. 

The Courtroom Crowded. 

The courtroom was crowded when 
Bolo appeared, but the assembly was 
made up principally of witnesses or in- 
terested parties, as the general public 
was excluded so far as was possible. 
Bolo was accompanied by his fellow 
defendant, Darius Pochere, and listened 
stolidly and unmoved to the reading 
of the long indictments, which charged 
him with having maintained communi- 
cation with the enemy and with trea- 
son. A conspicuous figure in the court- 
room was Mme. Bolo, who was sur- | 
rounded by, a number or friends who > 
will testify during the proceedings.

Bolo’s counsel in demanding the ad- 
journment said that many witnesses 
for the defendant, as well as some of 
his accusers, were in entente allied or 
neutral countries, but their presence 
was possible, by extradition or other- 
wise. He mentioned particularly M. 
Pignatel, director of the Royal Bank 
of Canada, and Pavenstedt, one of 
Bolo’s chief accusers. He said it would 
be easy to secure the testimony of 
Pavenstedt because he was interned in 
the United States — could be extra- 

without difficulty.

Boleo’s Variegated Career. 


In bringing to trial Paul Bolo, or 
Bolo Pasha, the French government is 


endeavoring to disrupt the whole sys- | 


tem of German intrigue and propa- 
da in France which, in the spring 
of 1917, became so bold and effective 
as to threaten to defeat France’s ef- 
forts to carry on the war. 
Bolo’s case has been defined as but 


one of a series of inter-related inci-., 


dents in the German effort to organ- 
ize a propaganda of depression and 
discouragement among the civilian 


and soldiers of France. These involved 


not only Bolo, the so-called “Levantine | 
financier,” but also Joseph Caillaux, a 


former premier of France, one or more 


members of the French chamber of. 


deputies, and several French newspa- 
pers. ese newspapers are allezed to 
have been subsidized by German money 
to spread abroad in France a spirit of 
“defeatism,” a belief that there was no 
hope of beating Germany, and that 
France should make haste to accept the 
best terms possible. 

As Bolo’s connection with the scheme 
was the first startling development in 
uncovering the plot, his name has 
since been applied to the whole system 
of German propaganda in France, and 
the new word “Boloism” was coined. 

Tried te Bribe French Leaders. 

In the attempt to bribe French states- 
men and leaders and to. influence 
French opinion by subsidizing her 
newspapers or founding new pubDlica- 
tions to disseminate the spirit of pacif- 


ism or defeat, it has been charged that! 
German devoted a sum of money ranz-| 


ing up to or even exceeding 10,000,000 
marks. Bolo; himself, is said to have 
had the use of a fund of $1,683,000, 
chiefly if not wholly to corrupt the 
French press. In what way-‘the re- 
mainder of the corruption fund was 
expended has not been made clear up to 
rg Shs op of 1918. 

rtia) uncovering of the plot has re- 
sulted not only in the arrest of Cail- 
laux and Bolo, but in driving out of 
office of Louis J. Malvy, formerly 
French minister of the interior: in the 
arrest of several editors of the news- 
paper Bonnet Rouge, and its suppres- 
sion on the ground that it had been 
subsidized to preach pacifism in the 
interest of Germany.

It was 
stated that the money was oe at 
Bernstorff’s disposal by wirele mes- 
sages in a secret code in which fititious 
names were used to represent the par- 
ties participating in the transaction. 

Bolo’s first appearance as a factor in 
international affairs was as financial 
adviser to Abbas Hilmi, who, im 1914, 
the beginning the war, was khedive of 

. It was from the khedive that 

received his title of Pasha. By 
1915, however, the khedive had been 
ousted and Bolo, it is said, was a pen- 
sioner of his brother, a French priest, 
in 1914. 

In the following year, it is asserted, 
the khedive and Bolo met im Switzer- 
land and, with the approval of Gottlieb 
von Jagow, then German foreign min- 
ister, it was arranged that 10,000,000 
marks should be placed to Bolo’s ac- 
count to influence the French press in 
favor of a premature peace. 

The money, it is charged, was trans- 
ferred to Bolo through New York, and 
a large part of it used to purchase an 
interest in Le Journal, an important 
newspaper controlled by nator 
Charles Humbert. On discovery of the 
origin of the fund, Senator Humbert 
| tried to refund it, but this was opposed 
by Bolo. . 

In September, last, Bolo was arrested 
‘after a judicial investigation of*hie al- 
_leged relations with the enemy. His 
|arrest profoundly stirred the French 
capital, inspiring in some French pa- 
triots the feeling that at last the scan- 
(dal that weighed so heavily upon 
France was about to be cleared.

Captain Lamodec was also arrested 
charged with manslaughter. 


The commission held that Captain 
Lamodec and the pilot violated the 
rules of the road, 

Captain Lamodec and Pilot Mackay 
are, in addition, found guilty by the 
commission of neglect of public safety 
on the ground they did not take proper 
steps to warn the inhabitants of the 
city of a probable explosion. The com- 
mission further “considers the pilotage 
authorities deserving of censure,” for 
permitting Mackay to pilot ships since 
the disaster. .

Ivwas sc stiff as it is ticklish work 
cutting your way through wire when about 
thirty feet in front of you there is a line 
of Boches looking out into No Man's Land 
with their rifles lying across the parapet, 
straining every sense to see or hear what 
is going on in No Man’s Land; because at 
night, Fritz never knows when 4 bomb with 
his name and number on it will come hurtling 
through the air, aimed in the direction of 
Berlin. The man on the right, one man in 
the center, and myself on the extreme left 
gwere equipped with wire cutters. These are 
insulated with soft rubber, not because the 
German wires are charged with electricity, 
but to prevent the cutggers rubbing against 
the barbed wife stakes, gvhich are of iron, 
and making a noise which may warn the in- 
mates of the trench that someone is get- 
ting fresh in their front yard. There is only 
one way to cut a barb wire without noise 


and through costly ex ience Tommy has 


become an expert in doing this. You must 


grasp the wire about twé inches from the

if you cut a wire improperly, 4 loud twang 
will ring out on the night air like the snap- 
ping of a banjo string.

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TRAINING THE V. M. NERVE.

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According to Secretary Ba- 
ker — Germans Also Out- 


gunned—American Troops 
at Last Hold Sector. 


Washington, February 4.—aAll re- 
ports to the war department indicate 
that the allies still hold a very appre- 
ciable numerical superiority both in 
men and guns on the western front, 
despite the heavy German concentra- 
tion there since the defection of Rus- 
sia. 

Secretary Baker's weekly war re- 
View today made this announcement 
and in commenting later, Mr, Baker 
‘said it represented the best judgment 
of the department based upon advices 
from all sources. 

The review this week gives first 
place to the statement that “American 
troops which have completed. their 
training are now occuping a portion of 
the actual battle front.”’ It warns the 
country that “the world has been flood- 
ed” with reports of internal unrest in 
Germany which must not be allowed 


“to affect the effectiveness or speed 
of our own preparations.” 

Commenting on the meeting of the 
supreme war council at Versailles, the 
review says it “promises to show posi- 
tive -results” in the way of unity of 
action on all! fronts. 

Baker’s Review of Operations. 

Reviewing operations tor the week 
ending February 2%, Secretary Baker 
says: 

“American troops which have now 
completed their training are occupy- 
ing a portion of the actual battle front. 
The operations in which our troops 
_ have so far been engaged were of a 
minor character. 

“On January 30 the Germans  at- 
tempted a strongly pushed raid against 
our line for purposes of identification. 
Under cover of a heavy mist the en- 
emy was able to reach our advanced 
positions. A short brush ensued and 
the raiders were compelled to with- 
draw in haste, after inflicting slight 
casualties. 

“Two days later the enemy appa- 
rently attempted another reconnoiter- 
ing thrust, .but was dispersed before 
any headway could be made. 

“Our patrols have been active in No 
Man’s Land and our scouts have 
made themselves familiar with the de- 
tails of the hostile positions opposite 
them. 

“Another event of importance took 
Place in France. The inter-allied su- 
preme war council met at Versailles, 
attended by General Bliss, chief of 
staff of the army. and General Persh- 
ing, as well as the representatives of 
France, Great Britain and Italy. Com- 
plete and close co-operation between 
the allies and ourselves, and a har- 
monious understanding between the 
supreme commands of all the forces 
engaged, promises to show positive re- 
sults. Unity of purpose on all fronts 
will thus be attained. : 

“During the past seven-day period 
the world has been flooded with the 
mews of very serious internal unrest 
in Germany. Widespread strikes 
amorgz munitions workers are report- 
ed. While dissatisfaction is no doubt 
rife in Germany, and strikes of is- 
creasing seriousness have occurred, 
we must not allow any reported dis- 
turbance within the German empire to 
affect the effectiveness or speed of 
our own preparations. 


Allies Held Numerical Superiority. 


“During the week hostile concentra- 
tions in the west continued. In cer- 
tain quarters the reports spread by the 
enemy that he holds a preponderous 
mumerical superiority in the west, 
have gained some credence. While 
positive proof has been received that 
-the enemy has removed troops from 
the eastern theater and is. stripping 
other fronts for the coming struggle 
in the west, nevertheless, the allies are 
believed still to hold a very appreciable 
numerical superiority both in men and 


uns. 
Z “In the British theater numerous 
raids took place. South of Lens and 
northeast of Langemarck, as well as 
south of the ‘Scarpe, the Germans 
sent out reconnoitering detachments. 
The British forces were also busily en- 
gaged sounding the enemy line, iden- 
tifviny new units, taking measure of 
the value of the new contingents which 
are arriving along the German line in 
the west from other theaters. 

“Northeast of Havrincourt and near 
Epehy, British patrols brought in pris- 
oners. 

“Hostile artillery kept up a heavy 
fire throughout the week in the Ypres 
and Cambrai salients. a 

“Passchendaele was the scene of 
very lively shelling and the regions 
of Arras and Lens were also principal 
targets for the Germans. 

“The French were also busy aiding 
the enemy and kept a careful tlock 
along their entire front. Opposite the 
French, the Germans confined opera- 
tions to minor raids north of the Aisne 
and upper Alsace. 

“Profiting by the favorable atmos- 
pheric conditions which prevailed, air 
raids on a large scale were undertaken. 
The British successfully bombed rail]- 
way cénters in Flanders and air squad- 
rons undertook attacks upon munition 
plants and other military objectives in 
the Rhine area. London and Paris, as 
well as Dunkirk, Calais and Boulogne, 
were visited by hostile aircraft. - 

Italians Make Gains.
